Bombings result 
of rivalry: Police 

Molotovs Mill Woods teens' 'revenge'

Three separate groups of 
teens bent on revenge are 
intentionally firebombing 
each other’s Mill Woods 
homes, police say. 

Over the past month there 
have been seven attacks on 
different homes where pas¬ 
sengers in vehicles tossed lit 
explosives towards the hous¬ 
es they targeted. 

The most recent firebomb¬ 
ing took place Tuesday night, 
when a makeshift explosive 
was heaved at a home near 
18 Avenue and 55 Street. The 
home and a vehicle parked 
in the driveway sustained 
minor damage. 

Police believe the violent at¬ 
tacks were spawned from an 
assault in March that has es¬ 
calated to 30 to 50 teenagers 
waging war on each other by 
tossing gasoline-filled Molo¬

tov Cocktails into each oth¬ 
er’s homes. 

In one case, an innocent 
bystander in one of the 
homes was caught in the 
crossfire, police said. 

“We’re calling it a vendet¬ 
ta, or revenge for previous 
acts of violence,” said South 
Division Supt. Dave Veitch 

“They choose to deal with 
this by driving by and throw¬ 
ing a Molotov Cocktail.” 

Veitch said that police 
have spoken with parents 


and school officials, along 
with identifying the groups 
of teens and how they are 
divided. He added that the 
division, however, isn’t race 
related, or based on where 
the teens attend school. 

In response, police are step¬ 
ping up efforts and patrols on 
the streets of Mill Woods. 

Ward 6 Coun. Amarjeet 
Sohi says he is deeply con¬ 
cerned about the problem, 
and knows fear will rise 
within residents if there 
isn’t a ceasefire. 

“I’m not concerned only 
for the residents but as a rep¬ 
resentative of this communi¬ 
ty that I’ve seen an escalation 
in these incidents of Molotov 
Cocktails,” Sohi said. 

“I would urge parents to 
talk to police if they know 
their kid is involved.” 

For now, police say they 
will continue to work with 
community members until 
an arrest can be made, or a 
resolution can be found.

A pair of youths who 
plead guilty to throwing a 
family cat in a microwave 
last Christmas while it 
screamed for 10 minutes be¬ 
fore she died, meanwhile, 


will learn their fate in Cam- 
rose Provincial Court today. 

The 16- and 17-year-old 
boys are charged with two 
counts of breaking and en¬ 
tering, and one count of 
unlawfully causing pain 
and suffering to an animal.

Rain or shine: 
Parade to start 
with a roar

In a bid to clean up an in¬ 
creasing volume of wear 
and tear on city surfaces, a 
new graffiti removal van 
that was unveiled yester¬ 
day is now on the prowl. 

The van is driving through 
five different areas in the 
city, including downtown, 
Old Strathcona, Alberta Av¬ 
enue, Stony Plain Road and 
Inglewood, looking for 
graffiti to erase as part of 
the city’s $925,000 budget 
to tackle the problem. 

Trent Tompkins, general 
supervisor with the city’s 
litter management and 
waste drop-off services, 
said that the problem in 
Edmonton is on the rise 
and action was needed. 

“It’s getting worse and 
everything is getting cov¬ 
ered,” said Tompkins. “It 
was time to start cleaning 
it up.” 

With a recent bylaw forc¬ 
ing property owners to 
clean graffiti off their own 
land, the city cleanup crews 


thought they should pull 
their own weight by wash¬ 
ing up their own mess. 

“We’re trying to support 
property owners, but it’s a 
shared responsibility,” said 
Sharon Chapman, graffiti 
product manager for Capi¬ 
tal City cleanup. 

For those that consider 


graffiti as a form of art, 
Chapman doesn’t disagree, 
but asserts that as soon as 
it’s placed on private prop¬ 
erty it’s a different issue. 

“Regardless of what the 
intention of the tagger is, 
if they’re not asking the 
property owner consent, 
it’s a crime,” she said. 


The two city employees 
working the van clean ap¬ 
proximately 1,000 square 
feet of city property each 
week.

Tornado watch issued for city

A thunderous storm in the 
Edmonton region was 
morning was strong enough 
to produce funnel clouds, 
said Environment Canada, 
as some noticed unusual 
clouds across the city. 

“This storm could have 
produced funnel clouds 
with some of the convec¬ 
tion we are seeing, but I 
wouldn’t expect them to 


be touching down on the 
ground at all,” said Brian 
Proctor, a meteorologist 
with Environment Canada. 

Environment Canada, 
meanwhile, issued a torna¬ 
do watch for the Edmon¬ 
ton region that includes 
Spruce Grove after funnel 
clouds were reported west 
of the city. 

Firefighters were kept busy 
as a lightning bolt sparked a 
blaze in the city’s northeast. 

Edmonton was issued a 
heavy rainfall warning by 


Environment Canada one 
day after many parts of Al¬ 
berta were plagued with 
large thunderstorms. 

Proctor says one storm sys¬ 
tem produced a small torna¬ 
do that whipped farm equip¬ 
ment near Vulcan — about 
100 km south of Calgary. 

“This is the time of year 
where we generally get our 
severe weather, this is not 
unusual for us,” said Proc¬ 
tor, who describes 2008 as 
an “active” weather year. 

Jacld Zubot, an account 


manager with Metro, says 
she noticed an unusual look¬ 
ing cloud that resembled a 
funnel cloud dangling over¬ 
head before she headed to 
work yesterday morning. 

Showers are expected to¬ 
day to kickoff Capital EX to¬ 
day, but temperatures are 
expected to get closer to the 
30-degree mark by Monday, 
says Environment Canada.

Obama leads in the polls 


Democrat Barack Obama 
has a seven-point lead on 
Republican John McCain in 
the U.S. presidential race, 
and holds a small edge on 
the crucial question of who 
would best manage the 
economy, according to a 
Reuters/Zogby poll 
released yesterday. 

More than a month after 
kicking off the general elec¬ 
tion campaign, Obama 
leads McCain by 47 per cent 


to 40 per cent. That is 
slightly better than his five- 
point cushion in mid-June, 
shortly after he clinched 
the Democratic nomina¬ 
tion fight against New York 
Sen. Hillary Clinton. 

But Obama’s 22-point ad¬ 
vantage in June among in¬ 
dependents, a critical vot¬ 
ing bloc that could swing 
either way in the Novem¬ 
ber election, shrunk to 3 
points during a month in 
which the candidates bat¬ 


tled on the 
economy 
and Obama 
was accused 
of shifting to 
the centre 
on several is¬ 
sues.

Ian Millar is practically gid¬ 
dy as he rhymes off the 
attributes of In Style, his 
No. 1 horse: Durability, 
wonderful, natural 
technique and a knack for 
rising to the occasion. 

"This horse just automatically 
dials up to the right level,” 
says Millar. “I only have to 
think, ‘Let’s go’ and he’s 
gone, bang.” 

The 61-year-old dean of 
Canadian riders — the man 
they call Captain Canada — 
could be describing himself. 

If Millar is slowing down at 
all, he has a strange way of 
showing it.

ments, which include back- 
to-back wins in the presti¬ 
gious World Cup with the leg¬ 
endary Big Ben in the 1980s, 
Millar has yet to step on an 
Olympic podium. He believes 
In Style, which he plans to 
bring to Beijing along with 
backup Redefin, has the qual¬ 
ities to help change that. 

“If he has his week, ab¬ 
solutely, he could be a gold 
medal winner, no question,” 
says Millar, whose competi¬ 
tive embers burn brightly.

“Something like this just 
doesn’t happen in one 
game or overnight, it’s 
been brewing for a little 
bit,” the coach said. “Every¬ 
body that’s here now 
wants to be here and 
wants to part of this team.” 

Dalembert had played 
poorly in Canada’s open¬ 
ing-game loss to Slovenia 


but there was no hint his 
tenure with the team was 
in danger. But even his 
teammates feel the squad 
is now better off. 

“You’re representing Can¬ 
ada here,” said Rowan Bar¬ 
rett, who contributed one 
of the biggest shots of the 
game in yesterday’s victory.

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Contenders don’t miss Tiger 


The British Open will en¬ 
ter unusual territory in 
today’s opening round 
when a major 
championship takes place 
without Tiger Woods for 
the first time in more 
than a decade. 

The American world No. 1 
has been sidelined for the 
rest of this year while he 
recovers from reconstruc¬ 
tive knee surgery, opening 
the door for players such 
as Ernie Els and Sergio Gar¬ 
cia. 

Woods has triumphed 
six times in the last 14 ma¬ 
jors, a remarkable record 
in a game renowned for its 
fickle nature, and his ab¬ 
sence from any tourna¬ 
ment clearly opens up the 
field. 

Midway through last 
month British bookmakers 
William Hill listed him as a 
5-2 chance to win the 
Open. After Woods ended 


his playing schedule for 
the year, Els and Garcia 
were installed as joint 
favourites at 12-1. 

A triple champion at the 
Open, 

Woods will 
be sorely 
missed at 
Royal Birlc- 
dale but Els 
and his ri¬ 
vals plan to 
take full ad¬ 
vantage. 

“I’m not overly disap¬ 
pointed he’s not here,” a 
smiling Els told reporters 
in the build-up to the third 
major of the season. 

“For the tournament it¬ 
self, it’s a big blow, and for 
world golf, not to have the 
number one player play¬ 
ing, it’s very different. 
You’ve got to talk about a 
lot more other players. 

“I think he is so far 
ahead in the race we’ve 
kind of sagged back a little 


bit. Phil (Mickelson) still is 
the true No. 2 in the 
world.” 

Woods has not missed a 
major since the 1996 U.S. 
PGA Championship. 

“This week there are 
quite a lot of players in the 
mix to stake a claim to be a 
favourite,” added South 
African Els, British Open 
champion at Muirfield in 
2002. 

“For once I think every¬ 
body can be very excited.” 

Garcia, beaten by Irish¬ 
man Padraig Harrington in 
a playoff in last year’s 
Open at Carnoustie, 
shrugged off his billing as 
a Birlcdale favourite. 

“It doesn’t feel any dif¬ 
ferent,” said the 28-year- 
old Spaniard who has post¬ 
ed six top-10 finishes in his 
last seven Open starts. “At 
the end of the day I know 
I’ve got to be favourite my¬ 
self, in me.”

Find your focal point

O ne of the basic 
rules of interi¬ 
or design is to 
choose ONE 
main focal 
point in any room. Not two 
or three, because this caus¬ 
es visual confusion. And 
not having a focal point is 
just as bad — the room 
lacks any visual interest as 
a result. 

But there are many peo¬ 
ple not aware of this rule, 
judging from what we 
have seen. 

A room looks much bet¬ 
ter with one clearly de¬ 
fined focal point. And that 
does not mean that the 
rest of the room has to be 
mush—you can incorpo¬ 
rate mini focal points in 
the room, but they should 
not compete with the 
main focal point. 

To have a focal point in a 
room means that the eye 
automatically travels to 
that place in the room first 
— and then moves to other 
less prominent places of 
interest. Choose less dra¬ 
matic pieces as mini focal 
points — they may be 
smaller, or when balancing 
items of the same scale in 
a room, they must simply 
be less “out there” com¬ 


pared to the focal piece. 

The main focal point can 
be a large-scale architectur¬ 
al feature, such as a dra¬ 
matic arch, a fireplace, a 
staircase, or a large picture 
frame window with a great 
view. If the room has no 
natural focus, you can 
make one with a dramatic 
painting, sculpture, or a 
large and beautiful piece of 
furniture, such as a china 


cabinet. You may also cre¬ 
ate a focus by treating one 
wall of a room differently 
than the others — painting 
one wall a bright colour, or 
using a patterned wallpa¬ 
per on one wall, for exam¬ 
ple. 

In bedrooms, the focal 
point is often the bed, and 
here, beautiful bed cover¬ 
ings that coordinate with 
the rest of the room are a 
must. You can accentuate 
this strong feature by 
adding a dramatic head- 
board, or mounting a com¬ 
manding painting on the 
wall over the headboard. 

A successful dining room 
design does not usually fo¬ 
cus on the dining table, 
but instead on a buffet and 
an arresting painting 
above it, or a mirror, or a 
series of framed artwork. 
The focal point in a dining 
room can also be tempo¬ 
rary — as simple as a 
bright and dramatic vase 
of flowers on the table. 
Just remember to reconsid¬ 
er your focal point when 
your flowers are gone. 

A living room focus is of¬ 
ten a fireplace, or a large 
painting or mirror mount¬ 


ed above a sofa — usually 
on the longest wall in the 
room. If you have both, 
play up one and make the 
other more subtle so there 
is no confusion about 
which is the main focus. 

The fireplace usually has 
art above the mantel or 
propped on the mantel, 
and accessories should be 
simple and uncluttered. 
Leave the walls on either 
side of the fireplace free of 
art so the fireplace as the 
focus of the room is undis¬ 
puted. A television should 
not be a focal point in a liv¬ 
ing room (design crime!)— 
please keep it in a less 
prominent position. 

After you define the fo¬ 
cal point of your room, ori¬ 
ent the furniture and other 
decor in such a way that 
they accent or “point” to 
the focus. Lighting in the 
room should also draw at¬ 
tention to the focus — it 
should be plainly obvious 
as soon as you enter the 
room. A clear focus creates 
a better flow, and cleaner 
lines — it really does work!

The most common thing 
people do when they want 
to get organized is to go 
shopping for a variety of 
“organizational aids”. 
Some items are useful and 
others not as we all learn. 

The variety is endless 
making it difficult to pick 
the right item. As a result 
many “Organized wanna¬ 
be’s” end up with under 
utilized bins, baskets, 
shelving and a waclc of 
how-to-organize maga¬ 
zines. I have seen first 
hand organizing mistakes 
stored needlessly, if they 
don’t work, you can bet 
they never will. Get rid of 
them and enjoy the new 
found space. 

The truth is most people 
buy on emotion. Remem¬ 
ber the expression “don’t 
go grocery shopping when 
you are hungry?” Same 
goes for shopping for stor¬ 
age solutions when you are 
disorganized and clut¬ 
tered. You end up buying 
things that you didn’t need 
but looked good in the 
store. Bottom line, de-clut- 
ter and organize first then 
you can establish the best 
solution. 

I have tested so many 
products over the years 
and I am glad to extend my 
knowledge of what works 
and what I find completely 
ridiculous. 

Here is my list: 

• The funniest “time saver” 
I saw was the Tim Hor¬ 
ton’s, automatic roll up the 
rim device, only $2.88, 
Wal-Mart. 

• The Vacuum Seal Bags, 
“as seen on tv”; the prem¬ 
ise is you can minimize a 
ton of clothes or linens by 
vaccuumining all excess 
air. However, the problems 
seep in just as the air does. 
For the few bags that actu¬ 
ally stay sealed, be pre¬ 
pared to iron, as every¬ 
thing gets wrinkled. 

• Plastic totes are great for 
storage provided that they 
are clear or clearly labelled; 
have the ability to stack or 
fit neatly on a shelf; and 
seal completely. 

I recommend a particu¬ 
lar clear tote available at 
Home Depot. It has a red 
or black attached lid that 
easily folds into a flat sur¬ 
face. They are stackable, 
sturdy and reasonable 
priced about $9. 

• Label makers are great 
for a consistence, legible

print. If you are in the mar¬ 
ket for one, do your home¬ 
work. Some units have a 
tendency to jam, while 
others are time consuming 
to operate. Plus Every re¬ 
placement tape is expen¬ 
sive at $10 and up. 

My personal labelling 
favourites for speed and ef¬ 
ficiency are masking tape 
used with a black sharpie 
and 3m sticky notes. 

• Bringing home necessary 
shelving can be a night¬ 
mare. It can be big and 
clumsy to deliver home. 
Assembly can be a chal¬ 
lenge, especially if you are 
lacking room to work and 
can’t figure out the in¬ 
structions. 

There is one shelving 
unit that I swear by, I bring 
it to most homes I organ¬ 
ize. Workforce, $59 avail¬ 
able, makes it at Home De¬ 
pot. The only drawback is 
that it is more functional 
than sleek looking. The 
shelf size is 18”x36” and it 
has five shelves (24”x 36” 
available as well) 72” high, 
but adjustable. I have suc¬ 
cessfully used these shelv¬ 
ing units in a closet, fur¬ 
nace room, garage, bed¬ 
room, playroom, office, 
tool room and the list goes 
on. 

It is light enough to car¬ 
ry by yourself, yet strong 
enough to hold up to 750 
pounds. Assembly is easy 
and no tools required.

I’m the first to admit I’m 
somewhat gardening chal¬ 
lenged (it’s the weeding I 
dislike), but I do grow a 
few tomato plants, a 
rhubarb plant that grows 
itself and pots and pots of 
herbs. It’s such a pleasure 
to nip just the amount you 
need to toss in salads, veg¬ 
etables, sauces... and 
much more. Just be sure to 
clip your herbs just before 
using and use often: 

• Add fresh herbs to sal¬ 
ads, toss some chive flow¬ 
ers in the mix for a sur¬ 
prise. 

• Put sprigs of herbs — 
thyme, rosemary or sage 
on the grill of preheated 
barbecue, then place a 
boneless chicken breast, 
pork chop or fish steak or 
filet directly on the herb to 
infuse a smoky herb 
flavour. Place herb sprigs 
under the skin of chicken 
or turkey before roasting 
or grilling. 

• Use sturdy rosemary 
sprigs as skewers when 
grilling baby potatoes, veg¬ 
etables or pieces of fish. 
Use a metal or bamboo 
skewer to pierce ingredi¬ 
ents, then insert the rose¬

mary through the holes 
made by skewer. 

• Try lemon thyme in pota¬ 
to or pasta salads, mashed 
potatoes or with fish. 

• Pair tarragon with fish, 
particularly salmon, and 
add to salads, scrambled 
eggs, herb butters or 
sauces. 

• Mint is a classic with new 
potatoes and lamb, green 
peas and beans, fruit sal¬ 
ads and iced tea. 

• Oregano is wonderful 
with lamb, fish and veg¬ 
etable dishes and salads. 

• A tradition in stuffing, 
try sage with winter 
squash, on pizzas and with 
pork and chicken. 

• Try dill in bread, sauces 
and egg dishes, with pota¬ 
toes, fish, seafood and 
lamb. Toss in coleslaw, po¬ 
tato salad, or blend with 
cream cheese to serve with 
smoked salmon or trout. 

Classic Pesto 

Pesto is not limited to 
basil. Try cilantro, parsley, 
mint, marjoram or arugu- 
la. If you have a bumper 
herb crop, make pesto and 
freeze some of it. Ice cube 
trays are handy as you can 
pop out a cube or two as 
needed. Once frozen, pop 
pesto cubes into a freezer 
bag and use within six 
months. Aside from top¬ 


ping pizza or tossing with 
pasta, use to flavour 
cooked vegetables, stir in¬ 
to soups, stews or sauces. 
Top grilled fish, chicken or 
pork with pesto before 
cooking or spoon into 
mashed potatoes or on 
baked potatoes. Stir into 
cream cheese for a quick 
spread or into a yogurt or 
sour cream and mayon¬ 
naise mixture for a dip. 
Spread pesto on grilled 
bread before adding 
chopped tomatoes for a 
zesty bruschetta. Stir into 
egg mixture before scram¬ 
bling or making ffittatas 
or omelettes. 


INGREDIENTS: 

1-1/2 cups (375 mL) loosely 
packed fresh basil leaves 
1/4 cup (60 mL) flat leaf 
parsley leaves 
1/4 cup (60 mL) pine nuts, 
lightly toasted 
2 cloves garlic, roughly 
chopped 

1/2 cup (125 mL) freshly 
grated good quality 
Parmesan cheese 
1/3 cup (75 mL) extra vir¬ 
gin olive oil 
Salt and pepper 

METHOD: 

Combine and whirl 
basil, parsley, pine nuts 
and garlic in food proces¬ 


sor or blender until 
chopped. Add cheese; 
gradually pour in oil, pro¬ 
cessing until smooth. Sea¬ 
son to taste with salt and 
pepper. Transfer to a small 
bowl and cover with plas¬ 
tic wrap, pressing plastic 


wrap on surface to prevent 
browning. Use within a 
week, or freeze. Makes 
about 1 cup (250 mL).

Blueberry Cheesecake 
Pops 

These pops are based on 
my all-time favourite ren¬ 
dition of my classic no- 
balce cheesecake recipe. 
Silicone moulds or paper 
cups are the best moulds 
for these pops. Makes six 
eight-ounce pops or eight 
six-ounce pops 

INGREDIENTS: 

Blueberry Topping: 

3/4 cup blueberries 


1 1/2 tablespoons corn¬ 
starch, sifted 

2 teaspoons fresh lemon 
juice 

1/4 cup sugar 
Cheesecake: 

8 ounces cream cheese 

1/2 cup sugar 

1/2 cup sour cream 

1 cup heavy cream 

2 tablespoons pure vanilla 
extract 

2 cups blueberries 

Crust: 

10 graham crackers 
6 tablespoons sugar 

4 tablespoons unsalted 
butter, melted 

METHOD: 

To make the topping: In 
a saucepan, combine the 
blueberries, 3/4 cup water, 
the cornstarch, lemon 
juice, and sugar and cook 
over low heat, stirring, for 

5 minutes. Remove from 
the heat and let the top¬ 
ping stand to thicken. Set 


aside. 

To make the cheese- 
cake: In a bowl, beat 
the cream cheese, 
sugar, and sour 
cream together until 
blended. 

In a separate 
bowl, whip the 
cream and vanilla 
extract until the 
cream just starts to 
thicken, 1 to 2 minutes. 
Add the cream cheese mix¬ 
ture and beat for 30 sec¬ 
onds. Gently stir in the 
blueberries. Set aside. 

To make the crust: In a 
food processor or blender, 
grind the graham crackers 
into crumbs. Add the sugar 
and process until com¬ 
bined. Transfer to a bowl 
and add the butter and 3 
tablespoons water, stirring 
until sticky. Refrigerate un¬ 
til needed. 

Pour the topping into 
each mould until it is one 


quarter full. Freeze for 2 
hours. 

Pour the cheesecake 
mixture into each mould, 
leaving 1/2 inch at the top 
of each mould for the 
crust. Insert the stick. 
Freeze for 3 hours. 

Press the crust into the 
pop moulds. If the crust is 


not sticking together, add 
more water. Freeze for at 
least 4 hours. 

Remove from the freez¬ 
er; let stand at room tem¬ 
perature for 5 minutes be¬ 
fore removing the pops 
from the moulds.

reporter asked Plant to ad¬ 
dress rumours of reuniting 
with his ex-band mates fol¬ 
lowing a one-off benefit 
concert in London late last 
year; Guitarist Jimmy Page 
stoked speculation in Janu¬ 
ary, saying he’s willing to 
participate.

life.” 

FX has ordered 19 addi¬ 
tional episodes beyond the 
current 22-episode season 
that will mark final season. 
The show will end its run 
with a total of 100 episodes 
in early 2011, with cre¬ 
ator/executive producer 
Ryan Murphy signed on 
through the last episode. 

Nip/Tuclc has already 


aired 14 episodes of its cur¬ 
rent fifth season; the re¬ 
maining eight are set to 
premiere in January. 

Additionally, FX said it 
ordered 13 episodes of a 
new scripted series, Tes- 
tees, to debut Oct. 9 follow¬ 
ing It’s Always Sunny in 
Philadelphia. Testees cen¬ 
tres on two friends in their 
early 30s who earn a living 
as medical guinea pigs. 

In casting news, FX said

Will Leno get new home on network?

TAKING IT ON THE CHIN: Last 
week, Jay Leno made a 
very jabbing gag at NBC, 
his network home, by jok¬ 
ing about the prophetic 
nature of a fake newspa¬ 
per headline referring to 
his new show on ABC. As 
open secrets go, ABC’s 
courting of Leno is up 
there with Liberace being 
gay, with the major differ¬ 
ence being that no one 
was trying to replace Lib¬ 
erace with George 
Michael. 

As we all know, Leno is 
being eased out from be¬ 
hind the desk on the 
Tonight Show so that Co¬ 
nan O’Brien can move 
west and goose up the 
youth demographic on the 
show — or at least that’s 
the theory from the folks 
in marketing. “I can’t be¬ 
lieve that they’re going to 
let this guy go at the top of 
his game,” ABC entertain¬ 
ment president Steve 
McPherson said about 
Leno to a crowd of journal¬ 
ists at the TV Critics Asso¬ 
ciation summer press tour 
yesterday, underlining his 
interest in giving Leno a 
new home on his network. 
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To dispel rumours that 
giving Leno a deal would 
put Jimmy Kimmel’s nose 
out of joint, ABC had Kim- 
mel infiltrate the ranks of 
the press at the tour, pre¬ 
tending to be a reporter 
from Syracuse, N.Y., and 
the newly single chat 
show host “peppered” 
McPherson with questions 
about Leno, and whether a 
certain talk show host cur¬ 
rently employed by the 
network would be angry 
about sharing the spot¬ 
light. 

According to a story in 
TV Week, McPherson said 
Kimmel “was going to be 
an asset for us for many 
years to come,” Broadcast¬ 
ing & Cable magazine had 
McPherson adding “I can’t 
say enough about Jimmy, 
his show just exploded 
this year.” 


If you’re wondering why 
two big networks are giv¬ 
ing each other the hairy 
eyeball while making a big 
show about the value of a 
talk show host holding a 
pink slip, you have to re¬ 
member that late night 
talk, like “event” reality 
TV shows, such as Idol or 
So You Think You Can 
Dance, are the last two re¬ 
maining non-news pro¬ 
gramming that networks 


can rely on to draw view¬ 
ers to the TV either at the 
time they air or very short¬ 
ly after they’ve TiVo’d the 
show. 

As a very scary new 
world of season-free, on- 
demand, downloaded TV 
content teasingly dawns, 
the networks are desperate 
to cling to a business mod¬ 
el they understand, and a 
tug of war over a second- 
rate stand-up comic is just

the sort of thing to distract 
them from the very press¬ 
ing business at hand, for 
which they’re both ill-pre¬ 
pared and essentially un¬ 
prepared. If there were a 
score of Lenos to keep 
viewers glued to their 
tubes on a clockwork 
schedule, the network fu¬ 
ture would be bright, but 
right about now it’s more 
like the opening scene of 
The Wizard Of Oz, all omi¬ 
nous, sunless skies and 
brewing twisters on the 
horizon, and they’ll be get¬ 
ting scant comfort from 
pretending Leno is home¬ 
coming queen.
